EDITOR’ S NOTES 
A POTTED HISTORY 


As this Is the first Issue of year 5 of CURSOR, I decided to have a ‘wallow’ through some 
back issues of our newsletter — it makes for some qulte Interesting reading! For the benefit of 
our many new members I thought that this would be an appropriate time to take a trip down 
memory lane and write a few paragraphs about our group's history. 


The CCUG(Q) was founded In mid-1981 by the then one and only Commodore dealer in Bris- 
bane, CW Electronics and a few of their customers. I have in my possession a membership list 
from Oct/Nov 1981 with 23 members’ names. From this list four names are still current mem- 
bers: No.4, Peter Reeve, No.15, Lex Hinckley, No.19, Ron Rich and No.23, Ralph De Vries. At 
about the same time we were joined by Greg Perry and Max Bean, who of course are still 
very much with us. We were all Commodore PET owners, mainly the models 4016 and 4032, but 
there were also some earlier models (3000 series) around. 


In 1982 Commodore released thelr low price VIC-20 computer, which resulted In a whole new 
bunch of computer owners swelling our ranks. Two VIC owners were Terry Steer and Lester 
Bennett, who both contributed greatly to the further growth of our group. 


The year 1983 was a watershed; It saw the first issue of a newsletter in February of that year 
(as yet unnamed), edited by the then secretary/treasurer combination of John and Kaylene 
Egan. Oh, yes, by that time Greg Perry had become our President! After a few production 
hiccups I was persuaded to take over as editor and my first effort was issue 6 of August 1983. 
Those early Issues were copled on a school duplicating machine and at times the quality was 
not quite what It should have been! I seem to recall that a certain new member by the name 
of Norm Chambers offered to photo copy the lot at his work, so that members could at. least 
read the thing without too much eyestrain. Did I ever thank you for that Norm? 

of course the most Important event for 1983 was the release of the C-64. We deserted our 
PETs and VICs In droves and spent the next few years learning all about, what was to be- 
come, the world's most popular micro computer. 


In 1984 we decided that our newsletter should have a name and so CURSOR was launched with 
the July 1984 edition. A few months after this event Lester Bennett took over as treasurer 
from John Egan and in November of that year Norm Chambers was dragooned in becoming our 
secretary. Greg Perry was still In the president's chair. 


Well, as the saying goes, the rest is history. Thanks to the huge commercial success of the 
C64 our group kept on growing. In October 1985 we saw the release of the C-128, a very nice 
g—bit computer which could have been as great a success as the C-64 If had arrived twelve or 
elghteen months earlier on the market. But already there were rumours flying around about 
this new super computer, the AMIGA. Few people would know that, thanks to our group, we 
saw the Amiga on public display In Brisbane before anywhere else in Australia (Computer 
Expo, 9th November 1985). On that day we probably had one of the busiest stands on the 
whole show! 


When the Amlga was officially released In April/May 1986 the decision was made to support 
this model as well, although there was a certain amount of resistance towards this move. Well, 
time has proved that we made the right decision. In May of that year we formed our Amiga 
Special Interest Group, and after a few tentative months we got the show well and truly on 
the road under the leadership of Steve McNamee and his band of willing helpers. We have now 
some 200 Amiga members on the books, so the outlook Is reasonably bright. No, I don't want 
to speculate too much about the future (always fraught with danger when you talk computers), 
but given the band of dedicated workers within the CCUGQ I can see no reason why our 
group shouldn't be around for:a while yet!

Some six months ago at one of our Rosalie workshops, Bruce Wylie sat down with a new A500 
owner to give him a quick introduction to his new computer. The member in question was Ron 
Lewis, a former C-64 owner who had recently upgraded to the 500 and who found the tran- 
sition from the 8 Bit machines to Amy rather daunting (don't we all!), hence the need for the 
quick lesson. (The fact that Ron's A500 packed It in as well ts neither here nor there — this 
was quite a common occurrence with the first batches of 500s.) 


The difference between Ron Lewis and many other 8 Bit. converts is that Ron is a multiple 
sclerosis sufferer and can only get around in a wheel chair. Imagine our surprise then, when 
at the June workshop meeting Ron's'son dropped in a disk and (on behalf of his father) asked 
us If we might be interested In the program on the disk, and if so, if we would like to put it 
in the group's public domain library. The program in question turned out to be our old friend 
Monopoly. Now most of us have seen Monopoly before on both 8 bit or 16 bit computers, 
including an A-Basic version on the Amiga.

A relative of mine purchased an A-500 from Computer View in April. After two months of use 
there were signs that the mouse wasn't behaving hiin/her/itself. The left mouse button either 
didn't respond at all, or a single click became in fact a double click — this was definitely very 
frustrating at times, and really made the rodent pretty useless. 


A call to Royce Jones at Computer View for advice, resulted in him immediately offering to 
replace the mouse, rather than sending ine to a Commcare Centre to have it repaired and be 
'mouseless' for some time. A nice touch and very much appreciated by us. 


While using the new mouse the other day I once nore became aware of the uneven feel of the 
500's mouse. On the strength of experimenting with several of these rodents on the 5001 can 
only come to the conclusion that Commodore have, as usual, cheapened the product to obtain 
a larger market. share. The mouse on my 1000 has been in use for over 18 months or so and Is 
still as good as gold. (You do clean the Innards of your rodent regularly I hope? They collect 
a lot of ‘gunk' on the rollers which are a contributory cause of uneven movement. You require 
a quantity of cotton buds, some tapehead cleaner and preferably a magnifying glass and a 
strong light for the operation.)

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NEW PRODUCTS 


New Amiga 2090 device driver. 


This solves a number of problems caused when the Amiga’s custom chips are working hard. 
When the Amiga is doing lots of graphics or sound work, the Amiga may put up a requester 
reporting a "Read / Write error” on the hard disk, when no error exists. Clicking on "Retry" 
makes the problem go away. 


Acgis VideoTitler exhibits this problem when used in “overscan” mode. The new software driver 
for the 2090 solves this problem. 


The new driver can be identified by getting "info" (from the Workbench Projects menu) on the 
*HDdisk" icon on the original floppy disk supplied with the A2090 board. The new driver has the 
words “Version = V1.9" in the Comment field of the "info" window. 


If you do not have this version you are advised to obtain it. To obtain a copy just send a3 1/2" 
disk to the attention of "Software Production” at our Sydney address along with a letter request- 
ing the new driver.

HANDLER Vx.xx FOUND AT $E000° will appear. It is the "Vx.xx" that pertains to the software 
version number. 


If you would like to obtain version 1.9 of the Janus software, please mail one 3 1/2" diskette to our 
Sydney address, along with a letter requesting the "Bridgeboard / SideCar Installer" disk. Please 
mark the package (o the attention of the "Software Production" department. 


We have been advised that the current problems with certain PC hard disk controllers and the 
Janus sharing software cannot be remedied due to the way in which these controllers intercept 
disk accesses. This effects the Konan brand PC/XT controller, the Plus Corporation 20Mb Hard- 
Card and a number of controllers with BIOSs that extend into the second hard disk controllers 
address space.

REVIEW 


TRANSACTOR for the AMIGA

Something good has happened to the Australlan Amiga community — the release of a new com 
puter magazine by the name of "Transactor for the Amiga”. 


"So what", you may well say, "what's the use of another computer magazine for Ainy. Don't 
we have enough of them already?" 


To explain this I'd better give you bit. of the background of Transactor Magazine. This Cana— 
dian magazine was originally published some seven years ago for the then 8-BIt Commodore 
computers (PET, Vic-20, C-64 etc.). Where it differed from the majority of computer magazines 
was In the contents; it was firmly directed towards programming these computers, and as such 
was eagerly sought by all those computer owners whose Interests were oriented towards pro- 
gramming, be it in Basic or Machine Language. 


With the arrival of the Amiga they started to cover this machine as well, but this caused 
howls of protests from 8-bit users who didn't like to see coverage of this 'Interloper’. 
So the decision was taken to publish a separate Amiga edition, hence we now have ‘Transactor 
for the Amiga’. Because of the highly specialized nature of this magazine tt will only appear 6 
times per year (during the alternate months the 8-bit edition will appear). 


The really good news ts that the publishers of the Transactor have been on the lookout for 
overseas publishers because they know only too well the high costs of postage and transport. 
They have now found both an English and Australian distributor. The Australian distributor ts 
a very good friend of our group, Paul Blair of Canberra. As a result of this new arrangement 
Transactor magazine ts now printed In Australia to exactly the same high standards of the 
original Canadian Issue, but with a certain (small) amount of Australian advertising content 
(This is one magazine that has never devoted more than 10% of its pages to advertising). 


Even better news is our local price — at $5.00 per copy it's about half the price of the linpor— 
ted edition. The annual subscription price (6 issues) is $29.00 and I believe that there are even 
better subscription prices for User Groups Jn the wind. 


Also available will be the Transactor/Ainiga disks ($11.00 ea.) which will cover the relevant. 
magazine programs for those readers who don't like to type in programs. 


As previously stated this magazine is primarily aimed at the programming community amongst 


Amy users. In vain will you look for games reviews. As an example here are the titles of some 
of the articles of issue no.2: 


Breakpoint; an article on debugging. - Preview of AmlgalDOS V1.3. 
Info about .Info = Random, or just confused? 
About Draco. - Representing Objects in a CAD System. 


Programming with AmigaDOS. 


Of course there are also 'newsy' pages as well as some reviews (AssemPro and Photon Paint In 
this issue), so it's not all heavy going; however from the above you will get a falr Idea of 
what this magazine is about. With contributors Ike Scott. Ballantyne, Jim Butterfleld, Matt 
Dillon, Andy Finkel, Rob Peck, John Toebes, et. all, this magazine deserves to succeed, and to 
Judge by the continuing success of the 8-bit edition I'm sure that It will.

BRIDGEBOARD AND SIDECAR EXPANSION NOTES 





Both the Bridgeboard and Sidecar systems are based upom the same design 
principles. They share the same software and hardware configuration. 






As far as expansion is concerned they cam be treated like any other IBM 
compatible computer. However, there are a few differences which need to be 
taken into consideration when adding certain hardware like I/O cards. 





The Sidecar/Bridgeboard use the following interrupts and address spaces. These 
interrupts can be enabicd/disabled via software (refer page 115 of Tech.

NOIMAGE SYSTEM 
by Bob Skitch 


Amiga's incredible graphics capability has earned it a place in the 
Australian scientific community. 


When confronted with the need to develop a low cost image processor 

for multi-spectral scanned (MSS) imagery captured fron earth satellite, 
Dr N.A. Campbell, Principal Research Scientist with the CSIRO had little 
hesitation in choosing the Amiga 2000 as the host computer. ‘The software 
package he and his team developed utilizes all of the features of the 
Amiga including pull down menus and mouse control which makes it a very 
friendly package indeed. 


Marketed now as the A-IMAGE System by the Perth firm Image Tech Australia 
Pty Ltd it represents a major breakthrough for the remote-sensed imagery 
processing industry. A full processing facility can now be had for as 
little as $6000 to $10 000 including hardware as against the traditional 
mini-based systems in excess of ten times those amounts. (Prices exclude 
Sales tax). The system can handle any sort of digital image data, the 
Standard version accepting up to 30 bands, although its present use is 
directed towards Landsat thematic mapper (TM) and MSS data. 


For those who are not familiar with remote sensed satellite digital 
imagery, typical applications include: 


- Land applications; forest classification, monitoring of vegetation, 
agriculture, drought monitoring and mapping. 

- Marine applications; sea surface temperature, environmental monitoring, 
Coastal zone analysis, shallow water mapping. 

- Mineral exploration and resource mapping. 

- Disaster monitoring and analysis - bush fires, floods, cyclones and 
volcanic ash. 


The Landsat satellite orbits the earth at an altitude of 705km and records 
scenes which cover 185 x 185km. During each pass the satellite scanner 
records four simultaneous pictures of the one area, referred to as ‘images’. 
The scanner separates light reflected off the earth's surface into four 
Separate wavelength bands, two in the visible part of the spectrum (green 
and red) and two in the infra red part of the spectrum. Each band is 
transmitted back to an earth station as a series of picture elements 
(pixels). Landsat MSS pixels measure 80 metres square on the ground. 
Other forms of satellite imagery provide smaller pixel sizes, - down to 10 
metres with greatly increased data transmission and smaller area coverage. 
Any three bands transmitted back can be represented by a colour in a 

RGB display to give a false colour composite image. Single band images 
can be computer manipulated to filter, edge enhance, display band ratios 
and linear combinations, all of which emphasise certain characteristics 
within the composite image to aid analysis of the data. 


All of this is carried out on the Amiga using the A Image System. ‘The 

four band data can be provided by the Australian Centre for Remote Sensing 
(ACRS) in Canberra, written to a 3}" floppy disc, which can hold approximately 
one quarter of a total scene. Standard system configuration can include 
expanded memory (2mb), internal hard disk (40mb) and external hard disk 

drive for portable Storage and data transfer of larger imges, 
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Previously remote sensed digital imagery analysis has been the province 

of government departments and large institutions, eg. mineral explorations 
companies, smaller interest groups, schools, libraries and smller 
professional practices - geologists, surveyors, have had to be content 
with hard copy or published image composites, where the image is 'frozen' 
onto a sheet of paper. The ability to manipulate the separate wave band 
images, ie. the dynamic environment, is missing. The Amiga has made 
possible the widened application of remote sensed digital data. 


The system can be seen on display at the Department of Geographic 
Information's standing~. EXPO trade display, level 5, Sunmap Centre, corner 
of Main and Vulture Streets, Woolloongabba - until the end of EXPO. 

It may be possible to arrange a demonstration at a future main meeting 
at Bardon.

In another room I have a Commodore 8032 
computer, expanded to 96K with both an 8050 and 4040 drive and a Ricoh 1600RP printer. | 
ran SuperOffice and Silicon Office, WordCraft and VisiCalc, in the days when those were fore- 
front. programs. That system was purchased forthe then princely sum of $6000.00, and | used 
it for word processing my university thesis and for general work in the Church and various 
clubs in which I was then active. It is still Im good working order, and I am st}}] missing 
some of the word processing features of WordCraft not yet available for the Amiga. Anyone 
interested in purchase? 


Now, all these functions are taken onboard the Amiga. I have Scribble! vo, Analyze! v2 
and Superbase Professional avallable on startup, and also run Deluxe Music Construction Set. 
Soundscape's Pro-Midi Studio, and Dave Thompson's Sound Sampler. Upon Startup, |] load a 
virtual disk drive in memory; the RiteKwik program from one of the Fish disks loads about 
800K into VDO: in about 40 seconds from the external drive, including Scribble! and Analyze! 
As well there is Blitzfonts, Popcli, Heliosmouse, and a few others to make life easter. | also 
use Greg Cunningham's DU6 program with customised picture display programs and good old 
TxEd instead of Ed or Edit. I also have the new Amiga Dos Replacement command nua 


from the Fish disks. 


|] have used all three business programs quite extensively. Scribble! with the daisy wheel 
is the best of what Is available for word processing (Ed: this is open to debate!), as J am not 
really Interested In printing graphics, given the current quality (vs expense) of printers. Ana- 
lyze! does all that I was ever able to do on Lotus 123, though I do have a problem with one 
or two macro commands. The largest plus with the program Is Its ability to pass data from 
spreadsheet to spreadsheet (fantastically useful in a payroll program I run for my wife, who Is 
paymaster for a sinall business with a payroll of some dozen people), and between pro- prams 
such as Superbase and Scribble!. The Amigas's clipboard is a tremendous Idea! I find Superbase 
Professional absolutely great, especially after having used Superbase on both the 8096 and C64. 
1 transferred all files (also all word processing files) over to AmigaDOS using the Disk-2-—pisk 
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program I purchased from America. The conversion was quite painless!! The Analyze! spread- 
sheets are reasonably large (most are over 90k of data), and with the extra memory, | can 
run 3 of them at once, exchanging data freely. 


Superbase Professional is fairly new, and | agree wlth the comments of Mike Todd tn 
the June edition of CURSOR concerning the manuals. However, | have not had the problems 
with the program that he has experlenced. Maybe he had a very early version. 


The music programs I use in conjunction with two synthesizers - a Roland JP8 and a 
Casio CZ1000, and a Yamaha Drum Machine. These are mixed down with the Amiga’s sample 
sounds into two Roland Cube amplifiers to give quite an impressive sound. These musle ina~ 
chines are not mine, I hasten to add, but are part of the equipment through my lecturing at 
the Capricornia Institute (where, by the way, we have several Ainiga types, as well as a Comn- 
puting Laboratory of 20 Amigas, but that's another story!). | recently sequenced several of the 
numbers in the musical “Godspell” produced by the Institute, and used them live on stage as 
part of the band music. It was quite impressive having Amy alongside the Concert Grand PI- 
ano churning out the music and hosts of special effects during the show. | moved DMCS over 
into memory, as well as the sequenced numbers and sampled instruments, as some changes al- 
lowed only 6 seconds to reload and go. What an experience it was — Amy's four volces, the 
four voices from the Casio and the 8-voiced Roland, a grand plano and the on-stage guitars 
and drummer. 


I could recount many experiences with Amy, especially those dealing with the trialling 
of programs for selection for the Amiga laboratory, but that's another story too. So, how do I 
relate to Amy? A love affair, I'm afraid. I, too, still laugh smugly inside when I hear others 
trying to impress upon hearers the virtues of the Mac or the Fruit, or even Big Blue. The 
sales pitch given by some business people Is really quite amazing, Isn't. Jt? How they must 
really envy the Amiga. I also agree with the editor's opinions regarding software in Australia. 
It is TOO EXPENSIVE!, and still cheaper to buy from America. Three cheers for the Austra— 
lian boys like Proton and Neriki, What would I really like to see for the Ainlga? Cheap Ats— 
tralian memory expansion (I know where there would be an Jmmediate sale for 30 units), Mo~ 
dem, a decent Logo, Australian accounting package that Is still flexible (and integrated like 
Brown-Waugh's "The Works"), and some vast improvement in printers (still decades off, | fear). 
In the meantime, I'll Just keep on multi-tasking and wait for those other computers to catch 


up.
